‘tn these Sottlemeots—amang thom: the late 
‘Mr jobs Macgregor, at one-time his honoured 
chief in ‘Rwo., He bad been. ailin ca the 
middle of January aod: although as known 
‘from the beginning that his illness (an affection 
of the liver).was one ofthe most serious char: 
neter, bis friends did mot abandoa hope uatil 

and ‘thelr confidence in the. con, 
yoal strength aod vitality, of tha patient 
seemed to be justified by tha endurauch which 
he displayed throughout bis. sufferings, A 
weaker man would have succumbed long ago, 
But prolonged though the stragglo was, it ‘was 
‘nov destined to be successiul, and death took 
place at the Geurral Hospital at twenty 
minutes past six o'clock yesterday ‘morning, 
to the profound and abiding sorrow of the en- 
tire commynity.

‘thoroughly’ sound and liboral education, Mr, 
McKie turoed his attention to commerce, and 
having learoed the piece-gdods business 10 all 
‘Its branches, be secured an appointment io the, 
firm of: Messre;- Jardine Matheson axd-Oc.; io 
whose ‘service’ he came to Shanghai, rather 
more , than, thirty, yoars ago.. Ia:this graat. 
house he has remained ever’ since, and thanks 
to bis splendid abilitics bas risen staadily from 
the lowest raog‘of the clerical ladder to the 
dignity of partnership in the frm." ' 

- Io bis carly residenca io Shanghai, Mr. 
McKis-ra ‘man, at’ wo have meationed, of 
superb.physique, was.a noted and successfal | 
athlete, He particularly favoured aquatics, io 
all branches ‘of which—swimming, rowing, 
fishing, waterfowl-shooting—he excalled. He 
was one of the founders of the o!d Dolphin 
Swimming Club, of which very few ofthe mem- 
bers now survive, aud tbe records of the 
Shanghai Rowiog Club contain many proofs of 
his prowess as an oarman. For several seasons 
he rowed No. § in the Scottish Eight, in the 
‘old days when the regattas of the 8, R. C, used 
to‘be held on “the broad but tortgous 
roach of the Soochow Creck ‘between the.

“(t) Inthe beginnings. of foreign trade the 
export of most Japanese goods was undertaken 
by foreign. merchants more: for thé sake: of, 
novelty thao for the purpose! of -permanent 
trade, and the sellers, as a'rule, did not con- 
cero themselves much about the quality of the 
goods they supplied, ine at : 
-” (2). Many of the goods which are now ra- 
‘garded as important articles for export have

Moreover, many of these ‘articles are more

(4) With @ few exceptions the Settlement 
trade is carried on through samples And ata 
‘fixed price, and as Settlement foreigners make 
inquiries of variaus parties before giving out an

occur among the Japanese traders, with the 
result that the price is gradually lowered, and 
this adversely affects the quality of the articla. 

(5) The'manufacture of most export goods

nected conditions. Much trouble and delay 
not Unnatorally srise before ao order is exe- 
cuted, and the endeavour to execute the order 
at a stipalated time frequently leads. to the 
“toraing out of inferior goods. « ; 

DEFECTS ON THE FOREIGN SIDE,
